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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 24 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 11 - 20, 23 and 24 are allowable for the reasons stated in the previous 

action. 

Regarding Claim 1,4,7, 9, 21 and 22 the prior art of record does not explicitly 
teach wherein the envelope calculation means calculates a positive envelope in a 
positive region of the input signal and a negative envelope in a negative region of the 
input signal. While these features are well known in the art, it would have been obvious 
to modify the prior art to reach this limitation in combination with the remaining 
limitations in the claim. Kondo uses the upper four bits of an upper-layer image stored 
and there would be no reason to calculate these regions of an envelope.
